ASHLYN HAS JUMPED INTO FAME

ONDON, April 8.—Shakespeare’s

“converted.” Perhaps something has been 
telgraphe@d to America about the way 
in which Quenton Ashlyn, hitherto a “so- 
clety entertainer’’ of no particular conse- 
quence, has become something like a 
national figure by the simple means of 
“finding the Lord,” but the story itis 
funny enough—or impressive enough, as 
you please—to be told in fullest detail. 
Be it explained, then, that Ashlyn, whose 
line is “refined’’ variety business—has 
for the last few weeks been appearing 
at a certain West End hall as a singer, 
“raconteur,” and so forth. There is no 
evidence to show that hé was coining 
money. 

One afternoon last week he happened 
to stray into the Albert hall, where Tor- 
rey and Alexander, the American evan- 
gelists, are holding monster revival 
meetings. A day or two afterwards it 
was announced that the performer, hav- 
ing become converted, had given up his 
former calling, which now revolted him, 
and cancelled al] his engagements. He 
had no other means of subsistence, it 
was explained, but trusted the Lord to 
“provide.” 

Here is the story of his “conversion” 
in Ashiyn’s own words: “It came about 
this way. Last Friday afternoon, after 
a game of billiards, a friend of mine 
asked me to go with him to the King’s 
theater, Hammersmith.

In the trial 
races for the international cup her bow 
plates became cracked under the strain 
of meeting the sea, and her engines did 
not work smoothly.

Sir William White, formerly chief con.

It is these advantages, 
even more than the far higher speed 
obtainable, which must lead to the gen- 
eral abandonment of the steam engine 
in favor of the motor engine for propeil- 
ing vessels of various types.

AMERICAN COTTON BALE 
INFERIOR TO THAT OF INDIA 


ASHINGTON, April 8.—(Special.) 
—lIor years past, foreign cotton 
buyers have complained of the 
unsatisfactory eondition in which ship- 
ments from American ports reach them, 
and have urged that steps be taken to- 
ward the adoption of a new and im- 
proved system of baling. Some valuable 
suggestions on this subject are contained 
in a report which has just reached the 
department of commerce and labor from 
United States Consul General Skinner, at 
Marseilles, France. The amount of cot- 
ton which goes to that port is not large, 
cCmparatively speaking, but a great 
number of different varieties is handled 
and Mr. Skinner has had unusual Op- 
portunities for observing them and not- 
ing the differences between the Ameri- 
can shipments and those from other 
countries. He asserts that the Indian 
bale, particularly, is far superior to the 
American bale. 

The typical Indian cotton bale, he says, 
is 4.16 feet in length, 1.80 feet in height, 
weighs 396 pounds, with a tare of 6.60. 
This, he proceeds to explain, is the old 
Bombay bale. Within the last month, a 
new form of the same weight has been 
received at Marseille, its dimensions be- 
ing as follows: Length, 3.08 feet, height 
2.42 feet, width 1.27 feet. Both forms 
are covered with light burlap and wrap- 
ped with twelve rounds of hopping, in 
three pieces, each piece supplying three 
turns. The iron strap is not folded or 
riveted in any manner, the first round 
simply covering the first end, and the 
final end being sliped under the third 
turn. Pressure, Mr. Skinner explains, 
does the rest. 

The Bombay bale is so convenient in 
style, Mr. Skinner continues, that one

The Bombay bale, Mr. Skinner says, 
reaches the market in as good condition 
as when it leaves India. No cotton 
can be extracted unless the metal hoop 
is broken, and there is, therefore, practi- 
cally no losses from theft or otherwise. 
The American bale, he says, is 980

Economy of space is the Indian bale’s 
most striking characteristic, according 
to Mr. Skinner. In this connection, he 
cuotes from a letter written him by 
the representative of one of the princi- 
pa! transportation lines doing business 
with India, as follows: 

“We bring large quantities of cotton 
from Bombey for Barcelona, via Mar- 
seilles; very little cotton remains in this 
city. We carry it on the basis of 50 
cubic feet per ton. Here is an example 
of how it weighs and measures, and this 
is taken as a fair average: Each bale 
weighs from 180 to 184 kilos (396 to 405 
pounds); fifty bales weigh 20,400 pounds, 
equal to 9,240 kilos, ang measure 13.6899 
tons. This is for very hard hydraulic 
pressed cotton. I think it would be diffi- 
cult to improve on the pressing as now 
done in India.”’ 

Mr. Skinner says that the has been 
unable to obtain in Mafseilles the meas- 
urement rate of American cotton, Dut 
thinks it reasonable to suppoose that if 
our exporters would reduce by 50 per 
cent the loose buik now offered for ex- 
port, they would be entitled to a very 
important reduction of the present rates. 
The tare of the average American baie 
of 500 pounds averages from 26 to 3i 
pounds, he says, 

Despite the enormous pressure to which 
the Indian cotton is subjected, it does 
not seem to be affected in the least as 
to quality. The bales themselves are 
so hard that they ring under a biow 
like a block of wood. His informants 
are so convinced of the superiority of the 
Indian bale, Mr. Skinner says, as to 
assert that it would have been long ago 
adopted in the United States if the Amer- 
ican fiber could successfully withstand 
the same treatment. One importer with 
whom he talked seemed to think that the 
drier quality of the cotton received ‘rom 
India might explain the higher pressure 
to which it is subjected. and submitted 
the idea that the more humid American 
cotton would deteriorate unless lightly 
packed.

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The perennial recurrence of broils, kilkennycatism and frenzied duels for 
power between the high executives of one or another of the large life insurance 
companies of this country points the way to the one inexorable sequel to 
these dangerous and complicated affairs—-thorough and constant govern- 
mental supervision of every life insurance concern, mutual, old-line, assess- 


ment or otherwise, writing business in the United States. However level of 


head, steady of hand: and clean of purpose the men who engage in these 
frequent dissensions, the fact stands out stubbornly that the unfettered per- 
sonal license under which the momentous details of these corporations are 
administered constitutes today an insidious menace that requires federal at- 


tention. 


The most sinister ‘phase of the peril is that the bulk of its possible 
victims is to be found among the helpless and innocent ws and orphans 
of the millions of the policy-holders of the present, 

Life insurance has evolved into the most stupendous and far-reaching 
business of the modern era. Appealing to the purest instincts of humanity, 
those which center around the shielding of women and children from pov- 
erty after the death of their natural protectors, it has attracted with the 
force of a loadstone the earnings and savings of the people who constitute 
the backbone of this nation. What self-denials, what careful plannings and 
stintings the mammoth funds of these overshadowing corporations represent 
there is no adequate manner o* computing. 

By reason, then, of the peculiar relation in which they stand to the 
wage-earners of the country, the life insurance companies have been enabled 
to accumulate enormous sums which take a high precedence even in this 
day of huge corporate wealth. 

All this is being done with the dimes and the dollars of every class 


of citizen, from the one-dollar-a-day ditch-digger to the ten-thousand-dollars- | 


a-year bank president. And yet the people whose joint money goes into 
these vastly ramifying channels have no more voice in its disposition, in 
measures for its protection, in the thousand and one vital details of admin- 
istration than they have in the regulation of the laws of the solar system. 

The public demands regulation and inspection of railways and trusts 
and other corporations of a public and quasi-public nature. They require 
probing and regulation and rigid supervision, too. We maintain a scrupulous 
System of inspection whereby we keep the finger of honesty and sanity on 
the pulse of our national and state banks. Their attitude toward our com- 
mon and individual welfare is so intimate that we never let them “tray far 
beyond the watchful surveillance of sworn public officials and the amount 
of havoc that may be wrought through wild or dishonest methods is reduced 
to a minimum. AH of which is most appropriate and commendable. 

Yet the corporations which are holding in trust the bread and the meat, 
the food and the clothing of our children; on the fidelity of which we are 
depending for the successful issue of our loving and ambitious plans for 
our sons and daughters and wives and sisters and mothers; the influence of 
which dominates the railways and trusts and the banks, themselves, In an 
overpowering proportion—are operated without the safety valve of govern- 
ment supervision. They are allowed to pay extravagant salaries to men who, 
as far as the public is definitely informed, may be making a more ornamental 
than useful return. The way Is open to corruption, to mercenary plotting, 
to wild and disastrous manipulation. 

Some one will glibly say: Give us mutualization! 

Is mutualization more than a sounding and empty term, under the 
existing system? If you are a holder of a policy in any one of the mutual 
companies, suppose, as an experiment, you make a trip to the home office 
at the next annual conclave. Let us say, for the sake of illustration, that 
some policy is broached by the executive heads which you recognize as 
highly prejudicial to the interests of yourself and the overwhelming mass 
of policy-holders. Very well! Get to your feet and oppose it with all the 
eloquence, the fire, the earnestness at your command. Let us take it for 
granted that you will carry with you the one or two hundred other policy- 
holders who may be present on a mission similar to yours. You swell with 
triumph and the verypardonable gratification that you have been the means 
of safeguarding the welfare of a host of men, women and children whom you 
have never seen, but whose interests are identical with yours. 

Not so fast! ‘ 

At the very moment you consider the fight is won and the congratula- 
tions of your grateful co-policy-holders are showered on you, in will come 
one of the duly accreditd officials of the concern. With an absence of blus- 
ter and a calm and assured front, he will flutter before your bulging eyes 
five or six hundred thousand proxies, gleaned from the corners of the 
United States. Where, then, is your valiant interposition and the coopera- 
tion of the scanty two hundred who voted to sustain your efforts? All 
wasted, just as futilely as though you had never stirred from your desk some 
thousand miles distant. 

Mutualization is, of course, 
REGULATION! 


Are your children, and those of millions of other people, more secure 
under the proxy-mutual system than the stock, the assessment or the frater- 
nal, unless there is an improvement in the matter of economical adminis- 
tration? 

In this is no personal criticism of any one of the insurance companies, 
large or small, operating under any one of the several forms in vogue. Even 
the so-called small companies count their assets in scores of millions and 
they are stretching every nerve to become giants themselves. The defect 
which is growing more dangerous with the increasing bulk of the insurance 
companies, is in the system under which they are all operated. We have 
drifted along callously and carelessly, heedless of the fact that the corpora- 
tions which we fondly proclaim the bulwark against a lean future, which 
are of equal importance to the people of America as their government itself, 
ENJOY A MORE UNRESTRICTED LATITUDE THAN ANY OF THE MIS- 
NAMED ABSOLUTE MONARCHIES OF HISTORY. 

That is what this one or two or three-man power means, as applied to 
the insurance companies. It is clothed with more appalling hazards than 
the trust and- railroad centralization of which we complain so justly. Gov- 
ernmental supervision in its broad sense and on an absolutely incorruptible 
basis is the only remedy. 

We believe that the people of the United States see the imperative na- 
ture of the need and that within a very short time they will make their tem- 
per manifest in no faltering terms. :

True Sectionalism and Nationalism. 

Chancellor Hill, of the University 
of Georgia, contributes, through the 
columns of The Constitution today, 
an interesting and highly valuable 
addition to the literature of what, for 
want of a better term, might be called 
sectional debate. A southern man in 
every fibre of his being, Chancellor 
Hill holds that true sectionalism is 


not at all inconsistent with ‘broad | 


nationalism; and he shows, more 
over, that the men at the north un- 
derstand and appreciate this fact 
these days, though they may not have 
dene so—few, at least, did so—in the 


past. 


No longer is apology or repentance 
expected by the people of the north- 
ern states, as evidence of loyalty; in- 
deed, there can be no questioning the 
fact that adherence on the part of the 
southern people to their traditions and 
their faith serves only to excite sen- 
timents of admiration in the hearts 
of their northern brethren—of ad- 
miration and respect making for com- 
plete understanding. 

No better ‘illustration of the uni- 
versality of this feeling at the north 
could possibly be found than the 
unanimity with which the proposition 
for the return of the battle flags was 
supported in congress. Times 
change and men change with them. 
Charles Sumner wags almost atone 
when he advocated the return of the 
flags; the legislature of his state 
censured him for it. Greeley’s heart 
was broken by misrepresentation of 
the motives which inspired his ef- 
forts to bring about complete reconcil- 
fation between the sections. What the 
nation refused to do in their day, and 
at the later period when the return 
of the flags was proposed under the 
Cleveland administration, was done 
by the last congress and without one 
dissenting voice. 

Of equal significance with the act 
itself was the reception it received 
at the hands of press and people at 
the north. The few dissenting voices 
heard in isolated cases were promptly 
silenced by the storm of overwhelm- 
ing approval of the action of con- 
gress. Nowhere else was this ap- 
proval more pronounced than in the 
camps of union veterans comprising 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Re- 
publican politicians whose stock in 
trade had been the stirring up of sec- 
tional feeling were compelled to re 
main silent. As for the northern 
press, its verdict of approval has 
been well night unanimous. The sen- 
timent of the responsible press of all 
parts of the country was voiced by 
The Evening Telegram of Portland, 
Oregon, when it said: 


The return of these battle flags will 
heal every wound caused by the war. 
There will be no more bitterness, no 
more sectional hatred. North and south 
are reunited in fact as well as in name, 
Future battles, should future battles 
be necessary, will be fought not against 
one another, Bit shoulder to shoulder, 
against a foreign foe.

ONSIDERING the educational ad- 
_ Vantages which the American peo- 
ple have, they are the most gul- 
lible and easily enslaved people on earth. 
We seem to like it. We are an awfully 
nervous people and yet, paradoxical as it 
may seem, we are marvelously patient 
and long suffering when we want to be. 
In America the government never does 
anything new untij the people forces it; 
in Japan the government leads in all new 
enterprises. We allow the Mormons free- 
dom to sit in our senate, lead sentimental 
and ignorant women away to satisfy their 
unbridled lusts, secretly to plot against 
our government, and it is all allowed in 
the mame of freedom and individual 
rights. “Mormon migsionaries came to 
Japan; they had to submit their articles 
of faith, books and Bible to the govern- 
ment for inspection before they could 
get ticenses to preach. But the govern- 
ment said, ‘‘We think your teaching and 
practice of polygamyy would demoralize 
our people just now when we are trying 
to break up the evils of polygamy in our 
midst.” So permission to preach was de- 
nied them. Then they packed their 


trunks and went back to Utah. They 
did it on the ground that it is the duty 
of the government to protect the people 
from deceivers.

“Oh,.”’ said he rather sarcastically, “if } 
had an old snaggled tooth that was 
bothering me I'd go and have it pulled 
out,” and then he changed the subject 
and went on. I don’t know that any of 
his other auditors were doubters enough 
to observe his inconsistency. 

We are the most wonderful people in 
the world to learn things ‘“‘by mail.’’ We 
establish correspondence schools for 
everything. Look in the advertising col- 
umns of our magazines and you will see 
where you can in a few months, “by 
mail,” learn how to become a preacher, 
a teacher, a doctor of philosophy, a law- 
yer, a poet, a journalist, or even an ex- 
pert at “‘jiu-jitsu.’’ This last is the most 
daughable ‘‘mail order’ fad of any yet. 
I lived fourteen years in Japan and don’t 
remember ever seeing a jiu-jitsu expert, 
and I never had occasion to use the word 
a half dozen times and: it was almost un- 
known to me. I had to come to America 
to learn that the Japanese do everything 
by jiu-jitsu, although I have seen three 
Japanese policemen trying to get one 
half-drunken and rebellious American 
through the streets of Kobe. 

The giant halfback of the West Point 
military academy has given the first 
black eye to the jiu-jitsu fad by breaking 
the collarbone of the Japanese expert (7) 
who wanted to become teacher of this 
‘noble art of self-defense” in the acade- 
my. This broken bone was the cause of 
congress refusing to appropriate money 
to employ the expert. So there will be no 
jiu-jitsu taught at West Point. But the 
fad wil not die until the people have 
been gulled for some time by wily Japa- 
nese and their American partners in this 
new school of physical training.

| JAPANESE SOCIAL CUSTOMS 
_ CONTRASTED WITH AMERICA’S 
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By Rev, Will P. Turner. 
OLITENESS and social etiquette are 
P rt universal qualities; they vary | 
with peoples and countries. We de-| 
fine their meaning according to envirun- 
ment and custom, and things that one 
can do and say in one country with per- 
fect propriety would. socially ostra- 
cize the person who would attempt 
the same thing in some other country. | 
Politeness in Japan may be, and often 
is, rudeness, in America. It is just here 
that the greatest friction has always | 
occurred between the Occidental and the 
Oriental. I am often asked if the Japan- | 
ese are not a very polite people, and I 
always answer yes. But that does not 
mean that they are polite according to 
our standards or rules of etiquette. You 
ean not travel a day in Japan, especially 
in summer time, without seeing sights 
that are shocking to the average Ameri- 
can, and if you understand their lan- 
guage you are constantly hearing state- 
ments that would keep an American wom- 
an ever blushing. The reasons for this 
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are not that they are naturally or in- 
tentionally rude, but that they are yet 
nature’s children, and so they speak and 
act without conventional restraint or 
prudishness. If I should fully elaborate 
and illustrate this statement from my 
own personal experiences, no ‘ American 
paper would publish it. In Japan they 
license and pretend to regulate the social 
evil, just as we do bar rooms in America, 
in the town where Llived for eight years 
there were no such licensed houses, but 
a company was organized for that pur- 
pose and license applied for. This brought 
out a discussion in the local daily pa- 
pers, showing the advantages and dis- 
advantages of the system, and as they 
have a very real way of calling a spade 
a spade, the statements that appeared 
in public print were astonishing even to 
h initiated American. It was interesting 
to me to seb that those who favored 
these social evil institutions used exact- 
ly the same line of argument and sophis-

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tries that Americans use when advocat- 
ing saloons and army canteens. 

While they may err in calling a thing 
by its real name in any kind of company, 
we Americans go to the other extreme in 
being the greatest prudes in the world. 
We are so circumscribed by conventional- 
ities and false proprieties that we can 
not speak about things that vitally affect 
our very life and happiness. In some 


circles it is almost painful] to live and 


talk. A woman here would think herself 
forever disgraced if she were ‘to show 
a bare foot and ankle in company,” yet 
it ig perfectly proper for her to expose 
more than a “foot’’ of shoulders in the 
drawing room. When a Chinaman first 
saw English ladies in a Hong-Kong ball 
room his comment was: “Too muchee 
dress have got on bottom side, no have 
got any on top side.’ Although a 
Japanese woman would not dare expose 
her bare arms and shoulders for show, 
she will not blush to be seen nude about 
the public baths or make the exposure 
unnecessary to nurse her baby anywhere. 
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in a Park Pavilion. 
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The average working woman, especially 
among the lower class, goes about her 
home duties in hot weather nude from 
the waist up, and ag everybody is reared 
among such scenes no one thinks any- 
thing of it. But this is done for con- 
venience and eomfort. Japanese street 
are often 
shockingly vulgar and obscene in the 
presence of women and children, but I 
have never seen any one yet grow indig- 
nant or try to stop it, unless it be a 
policeman. My first impulse was to knock 
the vile fellow down and kick some of his 
indecency out of him, but a sober thought 
taught me that that was not the way .to 
teach a man my ideals. Yet no Japanese 
will swear and curse and use the name 
of his God “in vain,” as we Anglo-Sax- 
ons do. That is not his method of accom- 
plishing things, although American war 
correspondents have often pictured him 
going into battle swearing and cursing 
the Russians. They were simply draw-

BY INCENDIARIES 
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Firebups Destroy $13,675 of 
Property in Burke, 


Burke County Man Who Has Lost 
Small Fortune by Arson—Re- 
wards Now Outstanding for 
Unknown Miscreants Ag- 


gregate $650. 


Hion, J. H. Danftel, of Burke county, 
former member of the legislature, writes 
the governor that he has lost $13,675 
worth of property since March, 1903, 
through incendiaries, and up to the pres- 
ent time not one of the guilty parties 
has been caught. 

This information came yesterday in a 
letter to Governor Terrell, asking him 
to offer a reward for the unknown party 
who on the night of March 29, 1905, set 
fire to and burned the barn and con- 
tents belonging to Daniel. The barn was 
a valuable one and considerable stock, 
grain and other property were lost in 
the fire. Governor Terrell at once of- 
fered a reward of $100 for the appre- 
hension of the guilty party. 

This makes four rewards now out- 
Standing for parties who have burned 
property belonging to Daniel, these re- 
wards aggregating $650. In March, !903, 
two buildings, one [In Burke and one in 
Screven county, the property of Daniel, 
were burned by unknown parties. A re- 
ward of $150 was offered in each case, 
making $300. On October |0, 1904, Dan- 
lel’s gin house and contents were burn- 
ed by sOme unknown parties, and the 
governor offered a reward of $250 for the 
arrest of the miscreants. The reward of- 
fered today makes the fourth one for in- 
cendiaries who seem to be bent on de- 
stroying all the property Danie] owns. 

So far as is known, the reason for all 
these burnings is a mystery as Mr. Dan- 
lel does not appear to know of any ene- 
my who could have such deep desire for 
revenge against him. The aggregate re- 
wards of $650 may lead to thorough in- 
vestigation and the apprehension of the 
criminals. 

Other rewards offered by the governor 
were $100 for Ed Spivey, who was con- 
victed in Emanuel county of the mur- 
der of Charley Helton and sentenced to 
life imprisonment in the penitentiary, 
after which he madehis escape before be- 
ing conveyed to a penitentiary camp, and 
$100 for the arrest of the unknown per- 
sOn who burned the barn of W. E. Webb, 
in Macon county, on October 2fi 1904. 
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ing on their imagination from what they 
knew a western soldier would most like- 
ly do. The Japanese hardly has any- 
thing In his language abrupt and blunt 
enough to make even a vigorous impera- 
tive mood. Army officers have had to 
butcher their rules of grammar in order 
to get proper commands in modern army 
drills. But because a Japanese Tommy 
does not swagger and swear, is no proof 
that he is a saint. 

Although the Japanese are not such 
prudes as we are, they are as much the 
Slaves of certain other social forms as 
we. Their women do not bind and de- 
form their waists like Europeans do, nor 
their feet like Chinese; neither do they 
spend their best time and thoughts on 
what styles they shall put on in dress 
next season. A woman’s wedding outfit 
may last her a lifetime, and it is always 
in style. The gay and gaudy kimonos 
that American women wear would be 
shockingly gay for any one but a dancing 
girl. 


Burdensome Gift-Making. 

They seem to spend more time and 
money in giving presents than In any 
other one thing; yet this is often turned 
into a hollow mockery of social forms 
worse than our Christmas giving. When 
a Japanese goes off for a few weeks his 
returning home is burdened with anxiety 
as to what he shall carry back to neigh. 
bors and friends. He often contracts 
debts in order to give presents. He tells 
you plainly when he is honestly confi- 
dential that he wishes he could escape 
the burden, but it is a social obligation, 
and social custom is a tyrant anywhere, 
I have often sent presents to Japanese 
friends, and the bearers would bring a 
gift of some kind back on the same tray. 
If you get a present from a casua! friend 
or from a stranger, you may be sure he 
will ask a favor of you before he leaves. 
Feasts are served at funerals and boxes 
or trays full of good things to eat are 
sent to all the close friends. At new 
year everybody makes a peck or a bushel 
or two of rice dough dumplings and 
gives away about half he makes, but in 
the end he has as many as he made, 
for he is sure to get some from every 
place where he has sent any. So every 
one has the pleasure of giving away and 
eating, too. We used to help feed a woman 
100 years old, and when we occasionally 
gave her a little money she would use a 
few pennies of it to buy us a present of 
cheap cakes that we could not eat, but 
in that act she had performed her social 
duties. 

Women Little Considered. 

One of the greatest contrasts presented 
in the different social customs of Amer- 
ica and Japan {s that while here society 
is mainly woman’s sphere, in Japan wom- 
an is hardly considered. There are no 
woman's clubs and little social inter- 
course between women. When the thea- 
ter is visited the whole family go in a 
body, taking their individua] cushions to 
sit on and carrying refreshments, which 
are disposed of between the acts. 

There is no such thing as love-making 
between the young people, as we know 
All the preliminaries 
are arranged by the parents of the con- 
tracting parties and sometimes the par- 
ties to the marriage do not see each other 
until the day of the contract arrives. 


SM NOT OPPOSED — 
TO TRUEST SECTIONALISM

Fitor Constitution: Is the sentiment 
of nationality consistent with sectional 
loyalty? With regard to the south in 
particular @an fealty to the union be 
reconciled with loyalty to the history of 
our past? These questions are suggested 
by a comparison of the utterances that 
are called out by three varieties of oc- 
casions which are frequently recurring. 

!. The first class is represented by the 
Confederate Memorial day, on which, at 
the bidding of noble southern women, 
our orators voice the unshamed and un- 
dying allegiance of the south to the 
cherished traditions and sacred memories 
of the past. Other such instances are the 
reunions of confederate veterans, the 
dedication of monuments, etc. 

2. The second class jis represente@ by 
the meeting of numerous national or- 
ganizations in all Mnes of actrvity (re- 
ligious, educational, ete., and in all lines 
of business, in which lawyers, doctors, 
bankers, farmers, merchants, manufac- 
turers and others come together to dis- 
cuss the common interests of their call- 
ings, and in the national conventions of 
the numerous and influential fraternal 
organizations. In such national gather- 
ings southern speakers voice the devotion 
of the south to the restored union. 

3. More rarely occasions occur which 
cal] for the joint assertion of these ap- 
parently divergent loyalties. Such an in- 
cident was the return by the general 
government to the states of the confed- 
erate battle flags. In the graceful letter 
of acknowledgment written by Governor 
Terrell to the secretary of war we find 
these words: “It (the action of the gen- 
eral government) will be greatly appreci- 
ated by the people of the state and, of 
course. especiaHy by those who fought 
beneath the tattered folds and their sons. 
Let no man who followed the Stars and 
Stripes in the brave days of old believe 
for a moment that those who stood be- 
neath the Stars and Bars are today less 
loyal to our common country than they 
are. So long as the flag of the confed- 
eracy floated they would gladly have 
died that it might lve and they love it 
yet as they love the sacred memory of 
their heroic dead who fel] in its defense, 
but now they are loyal to the flag of 
their fathers, the flag of their children 
and the flag of their country.”’ 

Now the question will arise in the 
thoughtful ‘mind, are the utterances 
made on the three occasions above de- 
scribed consistent? Must we keep our 
confederate and our national loyalties 
separate like the water-tight compart- 
ments of a vessel, or will they really 
imix? In the language of philosophy, can 
patriotism be stated in the form of 
monism or are we left to a baffling dual- 
ism? These are questions which would 
not occur to those who merely enjoy the 
luxury of emotion—who are pleasad to 
be kindled with the magnetism of south- 
ern feeling on one occasion and who on 
another enjoy the enthusiasm of cele 
brating the greatness of our reunited 
country.

A typical and striking instance of this 
reconciliation of apparently conflicting 
sentiments is supplied by the history of 
I. Q. C. Lamar. in the senate he had 
figured as the defender of Jefferson 
Davis. He was also the eulogist of 
Charles Sumner. It should be remember- 
ed that the latter utterance was made 
in 1874, while the south was still smart- 
ing under the blistering irritations of re- 
construction, ang curiously it was ut- 
tered on the 27th of April, the very day 
after the south was still vocal with the 
echoes of Memorial day. Charles Sum- 
ner had been the first abolitionist to hold 
out the olive branch to the south and 
it is quite interesting to note that his 
suggestion may be regarded as the first 
step in the movement which has re- 
cently culminated in the return of the 
captured confederate flags. Mr. Lamar 
said of the southern people: 

“Conscious that they themselves were 
animated by devotion to constitutional 
liberty, ang that the brightest pages of 
history are replete with evidences of 
the depth and sincerity of that devo- 
tion, they can but cherish the recoliec- 
tion of sacrifices endured, battles fought, 
and the victories won in defense of thelr 
bapless cause. And respecting, as all 


| true and brave men respect, the martial 


| confidence was once lost,

‘spirit with which the men of the north 
vindicated the igtegrity of their devotion 
to the principles of human freedom, 
they.do not ask, they do not wish, the 
north to strike the mementoes of her 
heroism and victory from either records 
or monuments or battle flags. They 
would rather that both sections shouic 
gather up the glories won by each sec- 
tion, not envious but proud of each other, 
and regard them a common heritage ot 
American valor. 

“Let us hope that the future genera-

Surprise it again by cutting down your cotton acreage. 

Do not.be led astray by the present.steadiness of prices. 

Three causes have contributed to bring about this rise of more than a cent a pound, 

First: The urgent demand arising from an unprecédented consumption. 

Second: Your courage and wisdom in making the buyer meet your terms. 

Third: The belief that you would cut your acreage to such an extent that the sup- 
plies from this crop and the growth of 1905-6 would make a commercial crop no larger 
than the world needs. 

The first two causes lose their force the moment it is known that there is a prospect 
for a moderately large crop next year. 

Even if the mills take 12,000,000 bales during the current season that would eave a 
carry-over of 1,500,000 bales. Hence the necessity of a smaller crop this year. 

Do not let any rise in prices between now and the end of the planting season deter 
you from reducing your acreage. 

Such an advance would be merely anticipating that you were making the decrease 
which your friends have advised you to make. 

If the June report of the Government shows that you have failed to make sufficient 
reduction the only persons who would be gainers by the advance would be the speculat- 
ors who sell out their futures at a profit. 

The price of the cotton you produce will be regulated by the actual not the expected yf 
reduction. 

In this matter of acreage reduction bear in mind three suggestions: 

Don’t depend on your neighbor to do the reducing. 

Don’t rely on bad weather to cut down the size of the crop. 

Don’t put a large acreage into cotton simply because it is too late to plant corn or 
other diversified crops. " 

It would be far better to let part of your land lie idle than to run the risk of raising 
a crop so large as to make possible another period of low-priced cotton. 

I am making this appeal to you because I regard the next few weeks as critical to 
the South and because I believe that every man who is interested in the welfare of the 
South should urge the importance of a reduced acreage.

Yesterday Justice Maddox granted to 
Franklin B. Lord, a stockholder of. the 
Equitable society, an order directing the 
officers and directors of that society to 
show cause why the mutualization plans 
should not be enjoinel The plan was 
approved at a meoting of the board of 
directors on the 34. Mr. Lord contends

cation wf.the stockholders and that it 


cannot be put intS affect until two meet- 
ings of the board of\directors have re- 
ceived notice that it is!contemplated. He 
avers also that it would violate his prop- 
erty rights. 

When the case came up today Edward 
M. Shepard, representing Mr. Lord, said 
he was prepared to go on and intended 
to present affidavits concerning the busi- 
ness of the society. 

William B. Hornblower, representing 
the directors, decided that while he was 
prepared to argue the question of the 
issuance of an injunction on points of 
law, he was unprepared to. go into ques- 
tions affecting the business of the society. 


In response to a question from Justice. 


Maddov, Mr. Hornblower said that the 
mutualization amendment was not ap- 
proved by the directors until after no- 
tice of the complaint brought by Mr. 
Lord had been signed. At the conclu- 
sion of several statements it was agreed 
to put the hearings over until Monday 
with the understanding that the direct- 
ors of the Equitable would make no fur- 
ther move toward mutualization until af- 
ter the hearing.

This Wil Prove Banner Year 
of Convention Records, 
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Twenty-One Important Gatherings

The present year will break all conven- 
tion records for the city of Atlanta, for 
twenty-one conventions, some of them 
among the most important to be held in 
the United States this year, have al- 
ready been booked for this city and the 
probabilities are that twelve or fifteen 
more will be held in Atlanta before the 
year is out. 

In the year 1308 Atlanta was consid- 
ered an important convention city, there 
being held within her gates that year 
some thirteen gatherings of that kind. 
In the year following, 1904, the number 
of conventions held here was materially 
increased, twenty-four important gather- 
ings being called to order in the city in 
the course of the year. 

Arrangements for conventions made 
thus far this year—and the year is but 
three months gone—nearly equal the fetal 
number for last year, and put Atlanta 
almost to the top of the list of American 
cities as far as number and importance 
of conventions to be entertained during 
the year is concerned. New York is 
| probably the only city in the United 
States which will do more in this line 
during 1905 than will Atlanta. 

Already, too, preparations are being 
made to bring several great conve1.tions 
to Atlanta during the year 1906. Hous- 
ton Harper, advertising manager of the 
Piedmont hotel, is busily engaged in th.s 
work, and to him is due much of the 
credit for bringing so many big gather- 
ings to Atlanta this ye 

Among the conventions which will be 
invited to Atlanta next year one of the 
most notable, in fact the most notable, 
in point of numbers at least, is that of 
the American Eagles. At the annual 

gatherings of this society the attendance 
usually numbers from 50,000 to 60,000. 
New York city alone sends 1,200 and 
every section of the country is repre- 
sented in great numbers. 

The local committee, which is working 
to bring this gigantic gathering to At- 
lanta, is made up of Harry May, J. Stod- 
dard, James L. Key and others. 

Among the others which will be invited 
to meet in Atlanta during 1906 is the 
Southern Machinery and Supply Dealers. 
This body will meet in Savannah on 
April 26 next, and at that time the at- 
lanta invitation will be extended.

Investigation of Postofilce Con- 
ditions, His Aim, 


Official Returned Yesterday to 
Washington To Report to Secre- 
ary Shaw the Terrible Con- 
gestion Threatening the 
City’s Best Interests. 


Yesterday at noon James P. Lowe left 
for Washington after a two days’ stay 
in Atlanta. His visit was one of im- 
portance, in that he came here under 
the direction of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Shaw, and his mission was to look 
over the present facilities for the hand- 
ling of mail in Atlanta. Time and again 
Postmaster Blodgett has endeavored to 
make known the absolute necessity of 
securing more room and floor space 
for the handling of the tons of mail 
coming and going out from Atlanta. So 
congested are the present accommoda- 
tions that it is an actual impossibility 
to handle the mail with the accuracy 
and dispatch which is due those patrons 
of the postal department who are in 
business in Atlanta. 

The visit of Mr, Lowe, of the treasury 
department, was for the purpose of a 
survey and inspection of the present 
conditions, and upon his return to Wash. 
ington to report to Secretary Shaw. 

When Mr. Lowe was seen by a Trep- 
resentative of The Constitution, he as- 


sured him that there was no interest 


to the public in his visit here, which is 
exactly what any or every department 


| man in Washington would have said and 


have been saying since the department 
/ man was first abroad in the land. Mr. 
Lowe's duties are to report the condi- 
tions which he found to Secretary Shaw 
and not The Constitution, for which 
reason he boarded the noon train yes- 
terday, carrying every particle of in- 
formation back with him, 
Exponent of ‘Silent Life.”’

Curiosity in Pending Plans for Rear- 


ranging Western Railroad Map 
Is as Keen as Ever—The 
Pennsylvania’s New 
Issue.

New York, April 8.—(Special.)—Wall 
street’s-curiosity in regard to the pend- 
ing plans for rearranging the western 
railroad map, following the distribution 
of Northern Securities is no more satis- 
fied than it was a week ago; in fact, the 
mystery is increased by Union Pacific's 
announcement that it desires to issue 
$100,000,000 of new preferred stock for 
certain purposes which are kept in the 
dark. 
terms of a deal between Union Pacific, 
New York Central and probably Chicago 
and Northwestern will shortly be ‘an- 
nounced, but this-may be provocative of 
much trouble, unless a gentlemen’s agree- 
ment, as it were, has been arranged be- 
tween leading western railroads whereby 
peace is assured. A leading banker 
said today: “Probably you will find 
that one big deal in the west will follow 
another until we have several large 
transcontinental systems. This may not 
be any improvement over present condi- 
tions, but in any event it is likely to 
prevent rate demoralization, for I take 


it that a small group of financiers will , 


have a voice in all of these great aggre- 
gations of capital.’ Wall street, how- 
ever, has been led to belleve that the 
St. Paul road, for one, will have to build 
its own line to the Pacific coast in order 


to protect its business, and it is afraid | 


that serious trouble may arise before 
order is restored out. of chaos. Yet some 
of the best authorities think that this 
alarm is needless. They point to the 
fact that the Standard Oil interests are 
paramount in so many companies at pres- 
ent, including St. Paul, that it would 
defeat their own ends if any friction oc- 
curs. There is much reason for think- 
ing that this view is correct.’ It is pret- 
ty certain that if the Standard people, 
as the principal owners of St. Paul, want 
that company to have certain righits to 
reach the Pacific coast over other roads, 
they will find no difficulty in accom- 
plishing their desires. 

It is generally assumed here that con- 
trol of New York Central stock has al- 
ready been acquired by a syndicate in 
the open market and that if it is to be 
turned over to Union Pacific the terms 
of the deal have alrefidy been arranged. 
The cost of New York Central—if ab- 
sorption of the stock has been in prog- 
ress for many months, as alleged—would 
average much less than 160, Hence the 
trade could ve effected so that Union Pa- 
cific preferred stock—for instance—could 
be taken in exchange or payment at par 
for the latter, and it would not thus ap- 
pear that a very high price is being al- 
lowed for Union Pacific preferred. No- 
body here expects the Union Pacific com- 
pany to sell its $100,000,000 new pre- 
ferred stock at par to stockholders in 
order to get cash with which to buy New 
York Central. Par for a 4 per cent pre- 
ferred stock is considered absurdly high, 
and with a fresh lot of $100,0°0,000. un- 
der ordinary circumstances there would 
be a sharp fall in the price of the old 
shares. There has been no appreciable 
decline in outstanding Union Pacific pre- 
ferred, which .were selling close to par 
this week. Hence it is unlikely that the 
present shareholders will be expected to 
take many of the new shares. But the 
policy of springing large preferred stock 
thereby injuring 
the equity of common stock, is not liked 
in Wall street. It was state@ by the 
Harriman-Kuhn-Loeb people in the case 
of Southern Pacific.

Take a college coach. He starts to 
work in the freshman year of his play- 
ers to teach to them the groundwork 
of the game. They are ignorant in every 
principle a baseball player should know. 

They know neither how to throw or 
how to bat. To teach them this is the 
work of a coach. By the time his men 
are s€niors, they can put up a presenta- 
ble article of ball. But hardly before. 

Suppose that prep teams, good, strong, 
young and active players, composing the 
teams, well coached and carefully look- 
ed after, are organized in every school 
where such a club can be supported, and 
it costs little to support a team. 

As a result of this wor.., the prep 
youngsters will come to college knowing 
as much about baseball as do the col- 
lege sophomores of today. By the ‘time 
they have reached their sophomore or 
thefr senior year, they can really play 
the game and really whnt to play it. 
I.nowing all the time thut there are other 
mien coming on behind who can do as 
or nearly’ as well as they, every 
iman on the team will be out on the hus- 
tle for safety every minute he is in 
the game, quite different from the lacka- 
daisical, don’t care way of so many of 
our college players, who think they 
Know it all. 

Every man. of this caliber on a_base- 
ball team is of little use to a club and 
the moment he is kicked off his team is 
strengthened 100 per cent.

For four years American League cam- 
paigning, under the most adverse condl- 
tions, Clark Griffith has never landed a 
team outside of the money. 

In 1901 he became the manager of the 
Chicago Americans and brought his club 
in a pennant winner. That was the last 
time this team landed the rag. 

The second year Chicago failed to do 
as well, coming in fourth, with only a 
few points separating three teams for 
second place. The next season Griffith 
was transferred to the New York Ameri- 
cans, where the American League had 
decided to wage a vigorous campaign 
against the best Wational League Club 
in the best city in the circuit—New York. 

First, (Griffith, with one of the great- 
est aggregations of talent ever collected 
by a manager in one year, the result of 
a raid on National League preserves, 
came in fourth in the race. 

Last year, by hard work and with a 
better team, one which worked together 
and had caught the enthusiasm of the 
leader, the New York Americans were 
in second place when the end of the 
season came, fighting it out with Boston 
for the lead and losing by the narrow 
margin of one game. 

The cause of his wonderful success was 
\the gist of an interview with Griffith 
before he left Atlanta. 


Griffith‘s Own Story. 

“Once I have landed the American 
League pennant,’’ said Griffith, ‘“‘twice I 
have finished the season in fourth place,

As Others thave also asked for an ex: 
planation of this phenomenon and as the 
subject is govardity imperfectly undcr- 
stood, some tnterest should attach to a 
scientific inquiry into the question. 

The first law of motions deciares that 
a body once set in motion by any force 
whatsoever will continue on in the same 
direction forever unless diverted from 
| that path by some other force. It is to 
be noted that this law has reference to 
the mere, absolute movement itself and 
none to the medium through which it 
may pass, 

Now, as a matter of fact, it is doubtful 
if any body in metion in the universe 
does follow an absolutely straight line 
in its travels, for the reason that unt 
versal gravitation is at al] times work- 
ing to pull it out of its straightaway; and 
this even though the body is traveling 
through ether—that is space, nothing, and" 
where no question of medium is at all 
involved. Admitting, however, that every 
cne understands that though thrown as 
nearly as poseible on a ‘‘bee-linc,” a 
body must still, necessarily, fall in a 
constant ratio toward earth, that is, to- 
ward the ground. The natural curve 
which is thus described has still a cer- 
tain part to do with the whole resulting 
curve caused by a pitcher giving it a 
certain curve-twist. Newton tong ago 
Giscovered in one short hour:of calcu- 
lation that this natura! curve (of a pro- 
jected body falling to earth) was al-' 
ways a parabolic curve—that is, it de- 
scribed a parabola. So. too, tt is a fact 
that any side movement or side curving 
that a ball may do, no matter whether 
sudden or not, is always near to a per- 
fect parabola. 

This is not the place to enter into a 
parabolic diequisition. but if the reader 
is) familiar with this part of the subject, 
it will enable ‘him to comprehend certain | 
fine theoretical points which may be | 
brought out in a study of curving sphere<-; | 
Lut the common-sense explanation of | 
common curves can easNy be understood 
by one not familiar with analytical geoin- 
etry, and to this explanation I first ad- 
dress myself. .

right, r. Furthermore, this tendency to 
curve to the right is probably aided by 
the fact that the air particles below 
the line 1, beginning at the point c, are 
swept along toward the rear of the ball 
as indicated by the arrow x in the 
same manner that a wind is generated by 
a passing train, and this migration of 
air from in front of the right hand half 
of the ball would probably result in a 
partial, even if slight, vacuum, into 
which the ball would have a tendency 
to fall, thus being encouraged in its 
movement toward the right hand. 
The result of these two components 
of force then—the jmpetus forward given 
by. the pitcher’s arm swing and the 
clockwise revolutions given by the finger- 
twist—is a curved line—m, m’, m. Asa 
matter of fact his curve begins as soon as 
it leaves the pitcher’s hand—if rotating, 
but owing to the pecullar law governing 
parabolic curves it does not curve away 
from the straight line with sufficient 
sharpness to be visible to the eye until 
the abrupt turning point that every par- 
abola owns has been reached; then it 
may turn off almost at right angles— 
seemingly, as indicated by the middle 
curve m’. Of course, it takes practice 
for a pitcher to make his curve ‘‘break’’ 
at a certain desired peint, with refer- 
ence to the batsman and his position. The 
curve here diagrammed would be an 
‘“in-curve’ for a right-handed batter; 
to a left-handed batter standing at E 
the curve would properly be described as 
an “out’—going outward or away from 
him. To produce the _opposite curve— 
one going to the left—all that is neces- 
gary is to impart an anti-clock-wise turn- 
ing movement to the ball, i. e., revolve 
it in the direction opposite to that in 
which the hands of a watch move, 
It is, however, beyond present scien- 
tific conception that a ball having been 
made to curve in a certain direction 
should curve back again in the opposite 
direction, for that would require that 
the ball stop rotating, and then take 
up a new rotation in the opposite direc- 
tion; for ft is an assured fact that a 
ball cannot curve without rotating—ten- 
thousand-dolfar slabmen to the cdntrary 
notwithstanding.

IRON MERGER 


IS BLOCKED 


New York, April 8.—Negotiations for | 
the consolidation of the southern steel ;

cance, a bright light on the frontlet of 
luis cap, arose, like some mysterious me- 
teor propelled by an inexplicable provl- 
dence, and flashed athwart the spiritual- 
ly congealed horizon of Wales a flood 
of religious fervor that is vitally affect: 
ing entire Christendom. The. most re- 
markable religious movement in the worid 
today is the revival in Wales. Coming 
in answer to the consecrated: efforts and 
agonized prayers of Welsh Christians, tt 
may be said to be the result of no hu- 
man organized effort; in fact, it lacks 
all the characteristics of modern revival 
methods. Recent dispatches Indicate 
that there have been no less than 35,000 
converts and a wave of spiritual trans- 
formation is sweeping over the land. G. 
PCampbell Morgan and B. F. Meyer, the 
two London preachers who are known 
wherever the English language is spoken, 
have each visited Wales and given. most 
favorable impressions of the revival for 
publication. The Torrey-Alexander cam- 
paign, which has fairly girdled the world 
with spiritual- lighthouses, is now achie- 
ing a glorious consummation in_ the 
greatest religious awakening ever wit- 
nessed in London. The spacious, attract- 


ive Royal Albert hall, where the meet. 
ings are held, is one of the best possible 
localities. London had been stirred pre- 
paratory to. the opening services, which 
were attended by the most auspicious cir- 
cumstances. Lord Kinnard presided, 
while about a hundred of the foremost 
Anglician and Nonconformist clergymen 
of London occupied seats on the plat- 
form. One of the men in the audience 
was Mr. C. Arthur Pearson, owner ot 
a half-dozen daily papers and a score 
Or more of weekly and monthly journals.

REV. CLEMENT CARY ARRAIGNS THEATER 
IN STARTLINGLY SENSATIONAL SERMON 


Pastor of Woodlawn Methodist Church of Augusta Has Delivered a Sermon 
Which Is Creating a Storm of Comment Both Favorable and Unfavorable. 
By Special Request Furnishes Constitution with Condensed Summary. 


N a recent sermon at the Woodlawn 

Methodist church at Augusta, Ga., 

Rev. Clement C. Cary, its pastor, most 
bitterly arraigned the theater. So much 
criticism of {It followed that he was 
asked to deliver it before the body of 
Methodist preachers of Augusta. 

Though delivered some little time ago, 
the sermon is still the one topic of com- 
ment in religious circles of Augusta. 
Passages from the sermon have been 
quoted far and. wide. In view of the 
above facts The Constitution has suc- 
ceeded in getting Dr. Cary to furnish 
us. with a condensed summary of his 
sermon which is given’ herewith:

A man may be able to 
stand it, but, absolutely, the stage is no 
rlace for woman, and more particularly 
When that woman happens to be 2 
Indy.” 

The Century Magazine said that the 
theater “is in a most forlorn and de- 
fased condition. The most vicious topics 
are discussed openly under the pretense 
of solving social problems.”’ 


Actor v. His Profession. 

Macready, the actor, said: 

‘None of my children shall ever, with 
my consent, enter a theater, or have 
visiting connection with actors or ac- 
tresses.”’ 

Fdwin Booth said: 

“I never permit my wife and daughter 
to witness a play without previously as- 
certaining its character.”’ 

Edwin Forrest, hearing Rev. Dr. Brant- 
ley preach against the theater, lingered 
Ieng enough afterwards to assure the 
rreacher he agreed with him, only he 
would have made it stronger. 

Mr. Clement Scott, a distinguished dra. 
matical critic of the London press, thus 
testifies: 

“I should be sorry to expose modesty 
to the shock of that worst kind of temp- 
tation, a frivolous disregard of womanly 
purity. Stage life, according to my ex- 
perience, has a tendency to disorder the 
finer feelings, to crush out the inner na- 


'tures of mén and women, and to sub- 


stitute artificlality and hollowness for 
sincerity and truth. And, minhd you, I 
speak from an intimate experience of the 
stage extending over thirty-seven years. 

“It Is nearly impossible for a woman 
to remain pure who adopts the stage as 
a profession. Bverything is against her. 
It is an awful thing to say, and what 
is ‘stil! more terrible, it is true. But none 
who knows the life of the green room 
will deny it.”’ 

Mme. Janausiiek. fhe famous actress, 
said: P 

“Tl am glad when fortune gives me the 
opportunity, by my advice, to keep any 
good girl out of a life which, nine times 
out of ten, is one of misery, or aimless 
selfishness. The best thing for a girl to 
do, no matter how great she expects to 
become, is to keep away from the stage. 
This is what I tell them all.” . 

Lillian Lewis, a noted actress, gave ut- 
terance to the followirg, which is all too 
true of the theater, and effectually an- 
ewers the claim of its advocates, of being 
a place where such great moral lessons 
are taught: 

“Some folks condemn actresses. for 
playing bad women. What are they to 
play then? Surely not good, easy, com-

scribed by St. Paul in his Sec- 


ond Epistle to the Corinthians, in part 
of the fourth chapter, and which is 
expressed in a concise form, as follows:

It would not be possible to pause be- 
fore a more serious subject. It is not 
a question that he puts to us, but the

|mentioned here. We gll carry it out in 
its-first part; if the second part is not 
carried out, the balance sheet of our ex- 
istence shows a deficit. 

The outward man perishes. Life it- 
self proves it to us. Its lessons are grat- 
‘ultous, and yet at the same time cost 
us very dear. We ali learn, at our own 
expense, by exposing our own person, 
by losing our body and possessions, that 
the outward man perishes. 

As though to impress itself upon us 
still more forcibly, the lesson is repeated; 
te perish, to disapear, is almost  sec- 
ond nature to whoever has taken the 
habit of living. A superficial opinion 
ig expressed by these words: 

“We can only die once.’”’ 

How many times do we not die before 
we die in reality, or rather, before we 
finish dying?) Do we not depart this 
life with all those whom we have loved? 
As our treasures pass, more and more, 
over to the invisible, are hot our ties 
with this side of the grave unloosened, 
more and more? The boat tied to the 
river bank is unfastened, little by little: 
ene by one the moorings fall apart. To 
die is to loosen the last rope. Some- 
times it is worn out, and when, at last, 
{ft gives way, the sails are already fill- 
ea by a breeze of the far beyond. 

Let us suppose that you ignored what 
such words meant, because you have 
never felt a part of your being depart 
with a loved friend. Yet, you will cer- 
tainly understand, inasmuch as you have 
experienced it, the destruction of the 
outward man by transformation. Under 
what shapes have we not disappeared? 
Does not the young child disappear, to 
make way for the youth?.._.Ask mothers 
if this is not so. Which of-them, gaz- 
ing at the child’s face on her. lap, so 
fresh and smiling and enframed in. suUn- 
ny curls, in all the charm of youth whieh, 


coming day, has not secretly uttered the 
wish: 

“Oh, 
thus!”’ 

The young creature, on his side, only 
asks to grow. He is happy in his 
transformation, and finds it easy to bid 
farewell to his childish days. 

Rarely does youth look back upon child. 
hood to regret it.

more beautiful. always more living? And 
yet when the first hardships of life ap- 
pear, when the first contact with unkind- 
ness or human ueliness is experienced, 
deceptions that are all the more deeply 
felt when the heart is fresh and young, 
Goes not youth weep for far-off child- 
hood, for its wealth of illusians and its 
eputiess freshness? 

When youth is Dehind us, who can 
count the many times when the mature 
man discovers that vital evolution is 
demonstrated by a series of destructions? 
When we are no longer the same as we 
were, is there not something In us that Is 
ended? The oak tree bide goodby to its 
old foliage, so that the new leaves may 
'burst forth. We, also, to 
progress of ftife, must 
wells.

fering. If these transformations were al- 
ways to our advantage it would not so 
much matter; but there are some that 
are downfalls.

There 
is a general falling off of our sight, our 
hearing, our pleasures, our appetite, our 
movements, our muscular energy and the 
vivacity of our impressions. That is 
the time when people think that they 
give us pleasure when they compliment 
us upon our youthful appearance. 

And yet, it {is only the beginning of 
descripitude, in its mildest form and at- 
terituated preface. There are still some 
fine remains. We-can still stand firmiy 
upon this footing of war that is being 
prepared. Foot by foot, the ground ‘Is 
disputed with the enemies’ scouts, who 
open hostilities. We emerge from tiie 
first encounter, still in a valig condition; 
we regain confidence in our power of re- 
sistance. Meanwhile, the enemy is work- 
ing secretly against us. The invisible 
army that is mounting to the assaults 
of our life hhas not only besteged the 
doors of the city, but also has friends in 
the place. In the midst of our own be- 
ing its catapults are flung and its miners 
are at work. That is the greatest pity 
of all. One can be resigned to the de- 
cline of physical vigor, but how cau. we 
accept moral eclipse. inteliectual decay? 
When driven back from bastion to bas- 
tion, to the uttermost entrenchments, we 
shut ourselves up in the heart of tne ck- 
adel, in the domain of spiritual] life, only 
too often do we find destruction instali- 
ed in the sanctuary. What has become 
of that fine intelligence, of that vast pat~ 
rimony of knowledge, of that piercing 
gaze?

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YOUNG AMERICANS 
ON CANAL ZONE 


Continued from First Page. 
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Governor Davis. “All the cottages, ware 
houses and offices which were owned by 
the canal company are now ours. There 
are, at least, 2,000 of these, some of 
them little two-story houses not more 
than 10 feet square, and others great 
storage sheds 300 feet long. Some of the 
buildngs -have steel frames, but most 
ot them are of wood, and all are roofed 
with galvanized iron. We have, in addi- 
tion, great hospitals at Panama and 
Colon, and in Panama an office building 
three stories high and another fine build- 
ing which forms the home of the chief 
engineer. The last two buildings are 
among the best in Panama. We are re- 
pairing all of these structures and are 
building others in addition as quarters. for 
the men.”’ 

“What are you doing about schools 
and postoffices?’’ 

“We expect to. establish schools in 
every municipality, and we have already 
put out postal machinery into opera- 
tion. There are United States postoffices 
aft Ancon and Colon, and at different 
towns along the line. We are now us- 
ing the Panama stamp, with the words 
‘Canal Zone,’ printed across the face. 
The postal rates are the same as in the 
United States.” 


Religion of the Zone. 

“Are our new Panama subjects a 
church-going people, governor?” I ask- 
ed. 
“Yes; the Jamaicans are 
Episcopalians, Methodists or Baptists, 
and the others are Catholics. There are 
Iocal Catholic churches here and there 
over the zone, and quite a number in 
Panama. We have a Catholic church 
at Cristobal, one at Gorgona, one at 
Empire, and one at Ancon. There is 
a convent in Panama, and that city is 
also the residence of the bishop.’’ 

“Have the Americans established any 
mission stations?’’ 

“No,”’ replied Governor Davis, “not as 
yet, but when Bishope Neely, of the 
Methodist church, passed through on his 
way to visit the mission stations of South 
America he said he expected to establish 
missionaries here. Dr. Carroll, who was 
sent by President McKinly to Porto Rico 
to investigate its conditions, has been 
here, and the Young Men’s Christian 
Association have a Mr. Thompson on 
the zone looking over the ground. He 
has gone back to the United States to 
get the authority and funds to establish 
the Young Men's Christian Association 
department at Panama, which shall ex- 
tend throughout the zone. I gave him 
a letter to the commission and sug- 
gested that he see the secretarw of war. 
He will probably have the help of the 
canal commission. Indeed, I have al- 
ready recommended that buildings be 
erected for the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, and I trust we shall be 
able to give them amusement grounds 
and a swimming pool. The Salvation 
Army are also at work. They deal with 
the lowest classes of these people, and 
we want to encourage them. They have 
already night lodgings and employment 
bureaus at Cristobal.”’ 

The Governor and the Clerks. 

“How are you getting along with your 
American employees? Are you able to 
accommodate them?’’ 

“Yes, but not as well as we shall in 
the near future. We have a corps of 
carpenters repairing the buildings at 
Cristobal and al] along the line.. The men

we shall erect homes for them as soon 
as we can get the proper localities. The 
commission has just authorized me to 
begin condemnation proceedings for cer- 
tain sites upon which we shall put up 
quarters so commodious that each man 
can have .a room of his own.

For a year or two the girl may adopt, 
although more or less questioningly, this 
plan of life. ‘Helping around the house’ 
she finds means being interrupted in 
whatever she may be doing at any hour 
of the day to do what she feels could 
have been done better at another time 
and probably ‘by another person, 80 that 
she ‘helps’ more and more grudingly. 
Paying calls she frankly says she ‘de- 
tests.’ At the end of a year or two, even 
the ‘parties’ she enjoyed when she ‘came 
out’ begin to pall. At this point she 
probably takes a club at a social eettie- 
ment and becomes a ‘friendly visitor,’ or 
joins one of the numerous inconsequen-~- 
tial ‘classes’ designed for the unoc- 
cupied. 

“This her family do not oppose. But if 
these things begin to interest the girl, 
really for themselves and not for their 
effect upon herself, if she begins to give 
them more than a sporadic hour or two 
a ‘week, the family are at once up in 
arms. fn many cases the belated profes- 
sional woman, or the volunteer resident 
of the socia] settlement, is the resuit. 
A less happy outcome is the embittered 
home staying ‘old maid,’ or still more 
unhappy the. uncertain and joyless 
pride: marrying because she has noth- 
ing better to do. 

Grandreothers Were Busy. 

“We need only turn to a record of col- 
onial days to learn how different was 
the domestic economy of our great 
grandmothers and even grandmothers. 
''Roday, home handicrafts are as anti- 
que as the stagecoach or flint gun. An 
up to date apartment house home is run 
on very different principles trom a col- 
onia}] home. In the latter the women of 
the family—wife and daughters—had 
much to do; to do # properly They 
had to be systematically employed im 
both supervisory and manual] capacities. 
The apartment house with its system of 
semi-communal domestic labor and the 
department store with its cheap ready- 
made goods, have greatly diminished the 
actual activities of the individual] house- 
hold. In bygone days from aippgentice- 
ship in households arts, a girl passed, 
as a rule, directly into the management 
of her own thousehold. The unmarried 
woman over 22 or 23 was rare. The 
lapse between the school and college is 
a comparatively recent factor. 

“How is it with parents who clearly 
realize the conditions of a problem and 
whose only wish is to solve it for the 
good of their daghters? Their daughter 
graduated from school or college, will 
not in all probability marry for a period 
of from five to elight years. They Know 
that in view of the complexity of her 
environment she may not be sufficiently 
mature before she is twenty-four or 
twenty-six, to choose a husband wisely. 
Naturally, until then they wish her to 
tive at home. The idea of social helpful- 
ness very Mkely hag combined with that 
of social amusement in her life and in 
many Httle ways in their philanthropic 
with her parents in their philanthropic 
and civic activities.

unteer staff, an educational militia, so 
to speak, connected with the publis 
school of each neighborhood?” 

Charities has collected with Mrs. Par- 
sons’ article the opinions of a number of 
leaders in prominent women’s organiza- 
tions. Mrs. Celia Parker Wooley, presi- 
dent of the Frederick Douglass Center, 
of Chicago, says: “The problem of the 
rich young woman who need not work, 
who often is accused of taking a needy 
sister's place if she tries to work and 
who must overcome a long list of home 
and social prejudices before she is allow- 
ed to work—this is an important problem, 
Perhaps marriage need not be an all- 
powerful factor in woman’s destiny and 
career more than in man’s. Time alone 
can tel] and we are concerned with the 
meantime. If where the wage-earning 
motive is absent another, spring from 
altruistic sentiment and the wish to be 
helpful, can be applied in its place, the 
resuit will be a gain both to the work 
and the worker.” 


Cause of Pract.cal Study, 
Cynthia Westover Alden, president 


general of the Internationa] Sunshine Se- 
‘clety, has another proposal. The girl out 
‘of school or college she would send to 
| the dressmaker for five hours every 
week day for two years, “not to earn 
money, but to learn to sew, cut and fit 
as well as anybody on earth can, to learn 
to choose color effects and to judge ma- 
terials, Let her earn merely the right 
to be so educated by making herself 
useful and doing what she Its told to do.” 
[0 this daily task Mrs. Alden would add 
at least two hours of Italian or French 


or German or music, placing novels en- . 


tirely in the list of recreations. At the 
end of the two years’ dressmaking course 
she would put her at work in learning 
millinery and then stenography and then 
at cooking school, in every one of which 
practical work would be required for a 
specified number of hours every week 
day. “At the end of the ten years’ 
course, assume if you will that she has 
not earned a dollar, she will have five 
occupations at her disposal in the not 
impossible case of having at some day to 
earn her own living, and she will be a 
broader woman. for it all.” 

Miss Frances Greek, Curtis, of Bos- 
ton would add to the plan by including 
courses in every form of charity work 
as well as in kindergartening and the 
care of children. She says: “It is ob 
vious that the young girl who has in- 
terest in some things outside of her own 
clothes and amusement is jin the line of 
social, even matrimonial, preferment.”’ 

Mre. John Henry Hammond. of New 
York, approves of Mrs. Parsons’ plan, 
ani says: “As we come to realize that 
the solution of the great economie 
problem that confronts us depends upon 
the effort and cooperation of each indi- 
vidual, then will every young woman en- 
ter enthusiastically into doing her share 
of the work.”’ 

Miss Sadle American, secretary of the 
National Council of Jewish Women, says 
“Such training classes would, I believe, 
react on the women's colleges to the ex- 
tent of having included in the regular 
courses or among the electives much of 
the theoretica] work so that little beyond 
practical] training would be necessary be- 
fore effective and continued service 
could be done. There is a crying need 
for more inatruction in personal and 
home hygiene and household economics.*
